Supplemental Sanitary Sewage Treatment Agreement 


This Supplemental Agreement modifies a certain Sanitary Sewage 
Treatment Agreement (hereafter "Agreement") by and between the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, a municipal corporation of the State of Indiana 
(hereafter "Contractor"), and the City of New Haven, Indiana, a municipal • 
corporation of the State of Indiana (hereafter "Contractee"), 

WITNESSTH THAT: 

WHEREAS, Contractor and Contractee have heretofore entered into 
an Agreement,'dated July 21, 1977, whereby Contractor has agreed to treat 
and dispose of sanitary wastes delivered to it by Contractee subject to 
terms and conditions of said Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, Contractee desires to accelerate the starting date of 
the Agreement to provide for Treatment of wastes from MEADOWBROOK ADDITION 
by Contractor and thereby effect compliance with certain orders of the 
Stream Pollution Control Board of Indiana now pending in respect of 
Contractee; 

NOW, THEREFORE Contractor agrees to provide Contractee with 
sewage treatment service in advance of the starting date heretofore spec¬ 
ified in the Agreement subject to following additional terms and conditions: 

1. Effective Date 

The effective date provisions of the Agreement dated 
the 21st day of July, 1977, between the City of Fort 
Wayne and the City of New Haven are hereby modified, 
and it is now mutually agreed that the effective date 
shall commence when the existing sanitary sewer lift 
station located on the Southeast corner of Adams Center 
Road and U.S. 30 East is tied directly into the sanitary 
sewer system of the City of Fort Wayne, and, after a 
metering device is installed in the sanitary sewer 
system which will receive and record the sewage directed 
from Meadowbrook Addition area of the "Service Area" 
of the City of New Haven as set forth in the Agreement. 

2. Cost of Recording Device 

The City of New Haven will pay the City of Fort Wayne 
for its cost incurred in the purchase and installation 
cost of a Standard Stevens "F" Recorder Metering Device 
by the City of Fort Wayne, said cost estimated to be 
approximately Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). The 
future maintenance and operation of said meter shall 
be the sole responsibility of the City of Fort Wayne. 

3. Interconnection 


The City of New Haven will pay for the cost to direct its 
flow of sanitary sewage, essentially from Meadowbrook 
Addition, into the sanitary sewer system of the City of 
Fort V/ayne. The City of New Haven will either sever or 
plug its sanitary sewer system in such a manner, satis¬ 
factory to the City of Fort Wayne, which will insure that 
no sanitary sewage flow from the Meadowbrook Addition will 
be transmitted to the City of New Haven’s sewage plant for 
treatment. 







4. 


Sewer System Evaluation Study 


The City of New Haven shall pay for the cost of the 
Sewer System Evaluation Study and any resulting system 
rehabilitation for all sewer lines belonging to the 
City of New Haven that convey sewage to the connection 
with the City of Fort Wayne sewer system. 


5. Charges for Sewage Service 

Charges for sewage treatment services rendered hereunder 
payable by Contractee to Contractor from the date of 
commencement of service shall be as follows, subject to, 
however, to all future rate changes enacted by the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne pursuant to notice and 
public hearing as prescribed by law:
